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SOWING A SPRING OAT CROP 

Where there is a shortage of feed, will mean many a dollar 
saved if you anticipate having to buy feed before the next 
crop is finished. A few acres, according to your needs, planted 
as early as weather conditions warrant, will be ready to cut in 
plenty of time to put the same land in Cow Peas, Soja Beans, 
Millet, or other summer crops. The Burt and Fulghum are 
the earliest maturing of the spring oats, and both will supply 
a good feed crop. The Fulghum especially makes a very leafy 
growth, and furnishes a fine quality feed. 

Gov^ernment reports show that there is a shortage of corn 
in nine Southern States to the extent of 73,000,000 bushels 
below the 1923 crop, which crop was not even sufficient to 
supply the demand. With this condition confronting us it is 
necessary that plans be made to have plenty of feed crops, 
which will supply our requirements during the year. The price 
of grain will very likely reach the peak this summer, and the 
buying of feed on this high market will mean many a dollar 
lost that could be saved by a little forethought this spring.

The growing of Sweet 
Clover is an excellent crop to precede Alfalfa, requiring tlie 
same bacteria, which gives it the necessary inoculation.

CHOOSE THE RIGHT GRASSES FOR 
YOUR PASTURE 

Conditions for growing pasturage grasses differ coasiderabliy 
in the Southern States. For Virginia. North Carolina and the 
liigher altitude sections of South Carolina and Georgia, our 
Special Grass and Clover Mixtures are admirably adapted. All 
of the finer hay and pasture grasses and clovers contained in 
these mixtures will thrive well and furnish good crops in these 
sections. For the Coastal sections of South Carolina and 
Georgia the use of Carpet Grass, Paspalum and Japan Clover 
will give fuller and longer lasting pasturage. 

Bermuda Grass is considered a most valuable grazing grass 
for the above outlined territories. It endures both drought 
and overflow and gives good grazing from late spring until 
late fall, a pasturage that is relished by all grazing stock, and 
especially by pigs, which are less likely to injure it by rooting 
than they do other grasses. 

Paspalum Dllatatum, called in the South Dallas Grass, is a 
perennial which grows well on all but very sandy soils. While 
it is considered to endure greater extremes of temperature and 
more drought than even Bermuda Grass, it will furnish grazing 
two or three w/eeks earlier in the spring and later in the fall. 

For light sandy soils, especially those of the Coastal Plain 
section, Carpet Grass, like Bermuda, withstands hot and dry 
weather that is injurious to others. It will not only furnish 
more grazing than Bermuda Grass, but may be grazed earlier 
in the spring and later in the fall, and succeeds better than 
that grass on poor, sandy soils, provided there is enough mois- 
ture to give the grass a good start. It does not send its roots 
rs deep as Bermuda Grass, hence is more easily eradicated 
when no longer desired. 

A good combination for summer pasture is made by sowing 
ten pounds of Bermuda Grass, four pounds of Carpet Grass 
and five pounds of Paspalum Dilatatum to the acre. 

A mixture that is giving good results in Georgia consists 
of ten pounds Japan Glover, four pounds Carpet Grass and five 
pounds Paspalum Dilatatum (Dallas Grass) to the acre. 

The requirements of this combination are a good, firm seed 
bed, and, sowing early enough, in Georgia, South Carolina and 
Aiabama between middle of February and middle of March. 
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THE MARKET FORECAST 

CLOVERS.— Red and Sapling have both advanced to a figure 
clmost double that of last spring. The crop this year was even 
smaller than 1923, which was far below the average. No 
chance of lower prices fo-r this spring planting. The use of 
A]fa!fa, Sweet Clover and Alsike Clover as substitutes will 
mean a big saving. 

GRASS SEEDS. — Market steady, supplies fairly plantiful and 
no indication for price advances. 

COW PEAS. — The shortest crop in years. Only a limited 
quantity available and prices very high. Predictions are that 
they will bring $6.00 to $6.50 a bushel at planting season. 

SOJA BEANS. — Crop about 80% of normal. Prices very firm 
owing to' shortage of GoW Peas. Indications for higher market 
and exhaustion of several popular varieties, such as Laredo, 
0-too-tan, Biloxi and Virginia. Good purchase now. 

I^ote — We do not advise the use of Nortliern or North- 
western grown Soja Beans for planting in Virginia and the 
South. They do not make the growth of our Southern varieties. 

SEED POTATOES. — The severe cold Weather in Maine will 
very likely cause considerable damage to stocks and retard 
shipments for early planting. Market steady to slightly higher 
values anticipated. 

SEED CORN. — The situation has developed into the greatest 
scarcity in years. There is very little corn of strong germina- 
tion available, and stocks of good vitality will be exhausted 
before planting season is well begun. Advise early purchases. 
Buy only tested Seed Corn. Will be glad to mail samples 
and description of varieties suitable for your soil and climatic 
conditions. 

GENERAL. — Conditions as a whole on the entire Seed line 
are bullish, and advise early purchases or booked orders. All 
orders placed with us for future shipment we will guarantee 
price against our decline. 

Do not miss the opportunity of sowing grasses and clovers 
on your fall sown grain crops, as they furnish one of the best 
seed beds for early spring planting, and is a safe plan for 
obtaining a better stand for either grazing or hay.

DWARF ESSEX RAPE will give a good pasture crop in six 
to eight weeks, and is valuable where a quick pasturage is 
needed. Early seedings make a very palatable feed for sheep, 
horses, cattle and poultry. The sto-ck we are offering is the 
Genuine Broad leaf variety, and from actual field tests is far 
superior to ordinary Rape generally sold. Sow in drills three 
to four pounds per acre, or six to eight pounds broadcast. 
Heavier seedings not advisable, for when sown too thick the 
quality and quantity of forage will be greatly reduced. 

CANADA FIELD PEAS and OATS sown together make an ex- 
cellent feed and can be sown as early as weather conditions 
permit. This combination will furnish a nutritious feed, which 
is most desirable for feeding hogs and all kinds of cattle, having 
fine fattening and milk producing qualtiies. Sow one bushel 
of peas with one and a half bushels of oats per acre. 

In regard to Red Clover, we have both American grown and 
Northern French Red Glover, with some difference in price. 
We do not handle Italian Red Glover, as we have found by re- 
peated tests that it is not suited to our climatic conditions. 
The Northern French Red Glover has made a growth in Vir- 
ginia practically equal to American grown seed, but no Red 
Glovers seem to have the lasting feature they had in former 
years. Therefore, if any of our customers desire a permanent 
pv^sture we undoubtedly recommend Alfalfa or Alsike as being, 
in our opinion, much more permanent than Red Glover.
